In the French-language section, the first prize was won by Michel Vadnais of 
Collége Marie de la Présentation at Drummondville. Second prize was won by 
Jean-Paul Brassard and third prize by Daniel Demers. Both are first-year 


students at the University of Montreal. 


All six students also won $250 scholarships donated by the Sun Life Insurance 


Company. 


The Quebec competition and the Olympiad are sponsored by the Canadian Mathem-
